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HB 1732 - SB 1782 

 

SUMMARY OF BILL AS AMENDED (014414):    Requires a criminal court judge 

to immediately place on administrative leave any constable who has been indicted or formally 

charged with a crime and to provide the constable with notice and a hearing.  Requires a 

criminal court judge to hold in criminal contempt any constable who does not comply with the 

order to commence administrative leave. Authorizes a criminal court judge to suspend a 

constable for unethical conduct or conduct unbecoming of a constable and to remove a 

constable from office upon conviction of a crime. 

 

Establishes that a constable, upon being convicted of a crime, may be ousted from office in 

accordance with existing procedures as defined in code.  

 

Authorizes a constable to appeal to the court of criminal appeals any decision made by a 

criminal court judge under the authorities established in this legislation.
